CAPTIN LINDBERGH’S 
RECEPTION. 
It li fortunate those who have been planning to do 
honor to Captoln Lindbergh in 
this 
country have 
come to their senses. As a result the Intrepid airm an 
has been sjMired a most em barrassing situation. 
W hen the news came th a t the New York to P a ^ 
flier would be taken to the national capital to be 
decorated by President Calvin Coolldge before visit­ 
ing America’s metropolis from whence he set forth on 
his historic flight, it appeared th at Gotham would 
take offense. Why New York should assume she had 
any superior claim to U ndbergh over Wa.shlngton, 
the nation’s capital, or St. Louis, whose citizens fu r­ 
nished the financial support which made Lindbergh's 
flight possible, does 
not 
appear. 
But apparently 
G otham had In mind th a t Lindbergh would again 
set foot on American soil in New York City. 
This rivalry between his adm irers m ust have been 
highly disturbing to the retiring, bashful lad who 
has been so much In the public eye in recent days. 
The same complications have arisen in Europe and 
had necessitated cutting short a holiday in which he 
hoped to visit many points of interest to him. 
He 
had never been to Europe before and he wanted a 
chance to visit certain countries in his own fashion 
and enjoy himself In his own way. But the boy who 
had captured the world by his daring w’as denied thi.*? 
because diplomats pointed out his visits to some coun­ 
tries m ight incur ill will against the United States in 
those which he did not include in his itlnerar>’. And 
so the young man. who had looked forward eagerly 
to this European holiday, had to put aside his own 
wishes. 
It m ust have been equally disappointing and a n ­ 
noying to find his own countrym en 
tumbling over 
each other in their effort to attract his first gaze. 
Captain Lindbergh could not very well Ignore the 
president’s peisonal Invitation to return home upon 
a ship furnished by the government, and to visit the 
W hite House where he will be personally decorated 
by the nation’s chief executive for his valor. 
At the 
same tim e he was well aware th a t New York was 
planning the most elaborate welcome which has ever 
been extended a visitor. 
The decision was his to 
make and it was not the most pleasant one for a chap 
who overnight finds himself famous. 
New York is to be congratulated upon her wise de­ 
cision to take into account the necessities of the case. 
Captain Lindbergh will go to W ashington first as the 
guest of the president to receive his decoration. He 
will then fly to New York to 
receive 
the welcome 
planned for him. There will be no change or revision 
in the plans. 
G otham proposes to outdo herself for 
this young airm an. 
After her Initial pique, slie is 
again her courteous, gracious self. 
After New York, 
Captain Lindbergh will fly to St. Louis, 
the 
city 
which first pinned its faith in him. there to receive 
the plaudits and adm iration of her citizens. 
It has become evident th a t Captain Lindbergh’s 
»uccees brought him much 
heavier 
responsibilities 
and worries than his nerve-wracking trip across the 
waters. 
He is now a world personage. 
AU of this 
adulation and worship is natural and well-m eant but 
it is the brand of wine which soon palls upon those 
who m ust absorb it. 
Captain Lindbergh is entitled 
to sym pathy now, in addition to the deepest adm ira­ 
tion. He has been hustled trom one reception to a n ­ 
other, from one dinner to another, from one banquet 
to atw ther. He ha.sn’t been given a m inute to himself 
except for the short period when he flung himself 
upon hi* bed in exhausted sleep. The correspondents 
writing from Europe say the smiling 
birdm an has 
aged ten years since he brought his ship to a stop 
upon th a t brilliantly lighted field near Paris a little 
over ten days ago. 
W hat he jmssed through In the 
form of seething crowds in Europe is only the fore­ 
runner of w hat he may expect when he gets home. 
C aptain Lindbergh ha* 
already 
discovered th at 
fam e is a cruel taskm aster: th at those who are in the 
public eye must sacrifice w lf to an untold degree. 


MEXICO MOVING AHEAD. 
Although the Mexican government has not a t all 
times been above criticism and those in authority a t 
the present time 
have been 
justly 
condemned for 
things which they have done or suffered to be done, 
there has been no little progress In the southern re­ 
public during the past two years and there is also evi­ 
dence th a t this progress is to continue, and even to 
increase. 
In a statem ent recently issued by the secretariat of 
Industry, commerce and labor, especial attention is 
given to tht development of hydro-electrical energy 
and the irrigation of lands which would otherwise l^ 
unproductive, and it is doubtful if even this country 
has done more along this line within the tim e sla t­ 
ed than has been done In Mexico. 
The secretariat tells in detail of the various projects 
now being developed, one of these being th a t of the 
Agriculture and Electric Power Co. on ihe Cogchos 
river in the state of Chihuahua, where it has con­ 
structed the largest artificial lake tn the world. This 
company is duplicating its present energy production 
by the construction of a second dam below the pres­ 
ent one. 
In doing so it will give life to m any com­ 
panies and industries and still in addition supply 
water ior the irrigation of about 165,000 acres of land, 
suitable for agriculture. 
Tiie Mexican Light and Motor Power Co. is another 
corporation which is engaged in extensive develop­ 
ment. Its present plant produces approximately 100,- 
000 horseixiwer and another now under construction 
will almost duplicate this. This same company is con­ 
structing still another plant in the state of Michoa- 
can. 
The dam here will cause the form ation of a 
lake of 12,000 acres. 
The plant 
will 
provide 90,000 
horsepower and will furnish water for the irrigation 
of 120.000 acres of land. 
The company is spending 
here $7.500.000 and the government will also expend 
a large sum on the irrigation project. 
Many other sim ilar enterprises are going forward 
in various parts of the republic, and if the country 
can but have peace for a few years, there is every 
rea.son to believe th a t it will enjoy th a t measure of 
prosperity to which its vast natural resources entitle

HERE AT HOME. 
No account ha.s ever been given the m any millions 
of dollars w'hich American citizens have poured out 
to alleviate suffering and distress in 
impoverished 
countries. 
Since 1920, however, America has given 
huge sums for the laudable purpose of relief and re­ 
construction In Europe and in sections of Africa. It 
is only w hat any prosperous people should do. 
But now comes a great disaster within the bound­ 
aries of the United States, calling 
for 
emergency 
measures here. 
The floods which visited the lower 
Mississippi valley caused greater 
losses 
th an any 
catastrophe which has visited th a United States in 
recent years. A complete estim ate of the dam age will 
not be available until the flood waters recede, and the 
retreating waters reveal how much toll they have 
taken. 
Up until the last day of May, the total contributions 
to the relief of flood sufferers in the Mississippi val­ 
ley was $14,531,000. T hat Is a large sum but it Is not 
enough. It will not take care of the emergency steps 
which will have to be taken. So far as affording any 
funds for the perm anent rehabilitation of the thous­ 
ands of people driven from their homes by the flood, 
it will not even provide a starter. 
Is iUpossible th a t misery at a distance has a more 
poignant appeal to us than suffering here at home? 
The Immediate desperate situation removed, popular 
interest in the flood conditions of the lower Mississippi 
may be expected to subside. 
Then is when help is 
needed. There w'ill be more and heavier d e m a n d s 
made u i^ o n the American Red Cross in the next fCw 
m onths than ever before. It is in the field and its 
job will not be complete with tem porary measures. 
The conditions which may be expected to follow the 
flood will be more serious than those whicfa have been 
met.
